The Knesset yesterday, meeting

denounced the sub-human treatment 
of Jews imprisoned in ‘Arab coun- 
tries, and appealed to world public 
opinion to salvage the remnants 
of those communities which are 
being held hostage in Egypt, Irag, 

Syria and other Arab lends. 
Foreign Minister Abba Tban, 
replying to four separate motions 
for the agenda, tabled by Gahal, 
the Free Centre, Agudat Yisrael 


| and the State Uist, -rejected Iraqi 


claims that there are no Jews 
under arrest. at present, and that 
the 4,000-strong community there 
are living in conditions of freedom 
and equality. The Minister said that 
according to reports, dozens of Jews 
have beep arrested over the past 
few weeks, and said that the 140 
Jews who were arrested last Decem- 
ber, and later freed, would be once 
again clamped into Tragi prisons in 
order to stand trial this month. 


Mr. ‘Eiban said that the Govern- , 


ment had done, and is doing, much 


to save the several] thousand Jews 
still being held in Arab countries, 
and suggested tnat the Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee publish 
a report, which will bring to Ught 
some of the behind-the-scenes work 
belng done. The report: would serve 
to let the people of Israel, and 
indeed Jews the world over, ‘know 
that Israel is not sitting quietly 
while the Arabs subject Jewish 
Communities to unspeakable humili- 
ation.

Arab summit opens in Cairo

The Presidents of Egypt, Syria, 
Sudan and Libya met in Cairo yes- 
terday behind closed doors to ἀ15- 
cuss the terrorist crisis in Jordan. 
Elsewhere in the Egyptian capital, 
the conference of eight Arab am- 
bassadors tackling the same issue, 
yesterday again failed to wind up 
Its meetings, for the second day 


running. ‘ 

Presidents Anwar Sadat of Egypt, 
Hafez al-Assad of Syria, Ja'afar e- 
Numetry of Sudao and Mu’ammer 
al-Gaddafi of Libya were also ex- 
pected to discuss thelr proposed fed- 
eration and the general Middle 
East situation. Their meeting open- 
ed yesterday morning shortly after 
the delayed arrival of the Libyan 
feader from ‘Tripoli, whose lane 
failed to land in Cairo on Monday 
night because of bai weather. 

Al-Gaddafl, who advocates “pan- 
Arabization” of the conflict with 
Israel, and seeks to topple King 
Hussein of Jordan, was yesterjay 
supported by the Sudanese leader. 

In an interview with the Cairo 
newspaper “Al-Akhbar," e-Numeiry 
implied he was in agreement with 
al-Gaddafi on both fsasues. He said 
that another war with Israel] “is 
undoubtedly coming.” At the same 
time, he sharply criticized Huseein's 
regime, which he accused of at- 
tempting to “liquidate” the terror- 
ist movement. 

Jordan was yesterday the target 
of several hostile statements fssu- 
ing from Cairo. The sharpest of 
these came from the chairman of 
the defunct peace-keeping commit- 
tee in Jordan, Tunisia's former Pre- 
mier Bahi Ladgham. Winding up 
a four-day visit to Cairo at the 
invitation of President Sadat, Lad- 
gham charged that the Jordanian 
Government had ignored its agree- 
ments with the terrorists, and that 
the accords, including one reached 
in Cairo last September, were now 
“mere scraps of paper.” He accused 
the Jordanian authorities of trying 
to crush the terrorists in stages, and 
added that he had no intention of 
going back to Jordan “to witness 
this.” 


Jordan last night rejected all the 
charges, which Amman Radio term- 
ed “irresponsible.” The radio noted 
that what Jordan nad fought prior 
to the June, 1987, war “is now re- 
appearing." The Jordanian Govern- 
ment will not compromise on its 
sovereignty, it declared.

Israel and Egypt

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of State William Rogers may visit Israel 
and Egypt early next month, if by then Israel has forwarded specific 
proposals on reopening the Suez Canal and a troop pullback, which 
Washington would consider an acceptable basis for negotiation with 


Cairo. 

According to reliable observers 
here, Mr. Rogers, who will be at- 
tending ἃ Seato conference in An- 
kara, will go to Cairo and Jeru- 
salem if he feels he has a proposal 
saleable in: Egypt. 

(The State Department spokes- 
man, Robert McCloskey, said at ἃ 
press conference yesterday that Mr. 
Rogers had. not yet decided to visit 
the Middle East during his forth- 
coming visit to London (April 27-28, 
for a meeting of the South East Asia 
Treaty Organization) and to Ankara. 
A decision on the matter would be 
made before the Secretary left for 
London — that is, within the next 
two weeks — the spokesman added.} 

Meanwhile, there is continued 
speculation here regarding the re- 
cent exchange of lettera between 
Bgypt's President Anwar Sadat and 
President Nixon concerning the 
Canal proposal. U.S. spokesmen have 
consistently denied that Mr. Nixon 
Made any specific promises to Sadat. 
However, other observers here ‘be- 
Ueve that even in the absence of 
explicit promises, the present U.S. 
diplomatic effort has probably led 
Cairo to conclude it need not make 
δὴν serious concessions of its own 
to obtain an Israeli troop with- 
drawal] from the Canal. As a result, 
reopening of the Canal, despite the 
benefits Cairo and Moscow will reap 
from this measure, has been so pre- 
sented as to appear as an Egyptian 
concession to Israel. 

NOT YET IN OPEN 

American impatience with Israel

Israel still awaiting U.S. reply

Jerusalem is still awaiting de- 
‘tails from Washington and an ini- 
tial response from Cairo on the 
proposed safeguards that would 
have to form a part of any partial 
agreemeat on the reopening of the 
Suez Canal. This information is 
likely to have a direct bearing on 
the Government's final formulation 
of its proposals on the Canal open- 
ing, to be discussed next week. 
The Government decided in prin- 
ciple, over a fortnight ago, to in- 
dicate to both Washington and Cairo 
that Israel was prepared to enter 


into a separate agreement with, 


®gypt for the opening of the Canal, 
provided that such a move brought 
about a termination of hostilities, 
at least in the form of an unlimited 
cease-fire or a new armistice agree- 
ment between Israel and Egypt. It 
is in response to this initial decision 
by Israel that the U.S., and through 
its mediation Egypt as well, sfill 
have to specify precise intentions 
regarding such an agreement. 
Israel is not likely at this stage 
to offer any detailed proposals on 
the Canal, such as a possible troop 
withdrawal or Israel control require- 
ments on the eastern bank of the 
Canal, and certainly not before 
there is agreement between the 
parties on the cessation of hostilities. 
The other principles op which the 
Government is understood to be 
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agreed {s that no Egyptian or Soviet 
troops shall be ajlowed to cross the 
Canal, and that any agreement on 
its reopening must come as ἃ 
separate accord between Israel] and 
Egypt that does not form part of 
the Jarring mission, and is not to 
be regarded as a first phase in an 
overall withdrawal from Sinai. 


Washington is expected to sound 
out Soviet Ambassador Dobrynin 
upon his return from the Moscow 
party congress on the Soviet Union's 
latest view regarding the Canal 
opening, before formulating its own 
position. 


Monday's State Department press 
briefing was a case in point. In 
@ prepared statement which came 
in response to questions concerning 
the latest Soviet arms shipments 
to Egypt, the spokesman left the 
impression that he was blaming 
Israel for the arms buildup. When 
asked directly whether this was his 
meaning, the spokesman replied 
that this would be “an unbalanced 
speculation.” Asked the question in 
ἃ different form, he distinctly left 
this- meaning standing. The result 
achieved was, for example, a 
“Washington Post" headline reading, 
“Slow Israeli diplomacy blamed for 
arms boost," 

After the briefing, other U.S. of- 
ficials said this meaning, which in 
effect gives U.S. certification to 
the Soviet shipments, was not real- 
ly intended by the statement. They 
suggested the spokesman was trap- 
ped by the questions. At the same 
time, they said that lack of po- 
litical progresa was indeed a cause 
of the increased arms supplies, 

ACCURATE REFLECTION 

The incident, minor in itself, is 
nevertheless an accurate reflection 
of State Department views, and it 
is believed here that but for the 
restraining hand of the White House, 
such forms of public pressure on 
Israel would be much greater. 

Significantly, such signs of U.S. 
impatience do not distinguish be- 
tween the current effort at an in- 
terim solution and the deadlocked 
Jarring effort for a general settle- 
ment. This, too, reflects the U.S. 
assumption that reopening of the 
Canal can be achieved only ff it 
is considered part of the effort to 
achieve a total agreement. 

Although Dr. Gunnar Jarring is 
for the moment out of view, this 
is considered by observers here a 
matter of optics rather than politics, 
The envoy is not expected to re- 
main in the shadows too long. If 
some kind of progress is achieved 
on the Canal proposal, it is con- 
sidered likely by some here that 
Dr. Jarring will then reinject his 
proposals for a general agreement. 
But for tactical reasons he will do 
so with regard to the Jordan-Israel 
nexus, while permitting the Cairo- 
U.S.-Jerusalem Canal talks to take 
their course. 

FAVOURS PARTIAL ACCORD 

At ἃ press conference yesterday, 
State Department spokesman Robert 
McCloskey said in reply to ques- 
tions that while the U.S. favours 
implementation of all the parts of 
Security Council Resolution 242 of 
Novenrber 22, 1967, “we can’t stand 
opposed to measures of accommoda- 
tion which serve the maintenance of 
the “cease-fire.” He was apparently 
alluding to the Suez Canal issue. 
As for the cease-fire itself, which 
officially terminated on March 7, 
Mr, McCloskey said it was “hold- 
ing, holding.” 

Ee declined comment on Ezynt’s

Laird: Evidence of

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — De- 
fence Secretary Melvin Laird said 
Sovkt wae is evidence that the 
jovie ion is supplying Egypt 
with sophisticated weapons: Bur he 
refused to say whether these inclu- 
ded the Mig-23, Russia's newest and 
best jet fighter. 

Mr. Laird also told a press con- 
ference there is evidence the Soviet 
Union $3 establishing a naval base 
in the Mediterranean area. He gave 
no details, but officials pointed out 
that there have been reports of So- 
vlet construction activity at Alex- 
andria and Mersa Matruh, a former 
base used by allied troops during 
the Second World War. 

Mr. Laird said the weapons situa- 
tion was being carefully watched, 
and he reiterated previous Adminis- 
tration pledges that it would not 
allow the military balance of power 
t> be upset in the Middle East.

Soviets mean

LONDON (UPI). -- Soviet fears that thelr ground-to-air missiles in 
Egypt could be outmanoeuvred in a new Middle East flare-up are 
among the reasons for the shipping of latest top-secret Soviet jets to 
the area, diplomatic sources said yesterday. 


But there are also strong and 
alarming political motives behind 
the move, pointing to Russia's de- 
termination to intervene directly if 
necessary, the sources said. 


Defence experts reported recently 
Israel has found a partial answer to 
the Soviet Sam-2 and Sam-3 rockets 
and could knock them out in a new 
war, at an acceptable price. The Is- 
raelis were said to have devoted 
much attention to the Sam problem 
and, to have developed both new 
techniques and devices to handle the 
problem in an emergency. 

The Soviets have no way of know- 
ing so far to what extent this claim 
is justified. But diplomatic sources 
said Moscow would not risk its 
super weapons being proved inade- 
quate in any new Arab-Israeli con- 
frontation. 


NOT GIVEN EVEN ALLIES 

The Sams to date have been the 
Soviet Union's secret anti-aircraft 
weapon. The Sam-3s have not been 
given even to Russia's allies in the 
Warsaw Bloc. 

Nor have Soviet Mig-21 jets prov- 
ed able to stand up effectively to the 
Israeli-operated, American-made 
Phantom jets. This apparently ap- 
plies also to the newest modified 
version of the Mig-21, the sources 
said. Four Soviet Migs were shot 
down last year, before the cease-fire 
was arranged, in 8 single encounter 
with Israel pilots.

Cyprus talks 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). — Talks on ~ 


the Cyprus situation began yester- 
day at the Turkish Foreign Min- 
istry between Forelgn Minister 
Osmazi Olcay and Raul Denktash, 
the Turkish Cypriot community’s.

After a private talk they were 
joined in conference by the Turkish 
Ambassador to Athens, Iter Turk- 
men; the charge d’affaires in Nico- 
sia, Asaf Inhan; the Secretary-Gen- 
eral of the Foreign Ministry, Orhan 
Eralp; and other officials from the 
Greece and Cyprus desks of the 
Ministry.

Mr. Denktash said Archbishop 
Makarios had not changed his mind 
about enosis (union with Greece). 
“But in the face of strong reaction 
from the Turkish community, he has 
found it necessary to state that the 
Greek community supports the con- 
tinuation of the intercommunal 
talks. But Makarlos’. words cannot ἡ 
be construed as a withdrawal from 
the idea of enosis,” he said. 

Mr. Denktash went on: “Anyway, 
the point that Makarios always in- 
sists on is that he 18 ready to come 
to an agreement which leaves the 
way open to enosia, but not one 
which closes the way to it. He 
therefore proposes continuing the 
talks under those conditions. So we 
cannot see any real withdrawal from 
that standpoint.” 

The Federation of Turkish Cypriot 
Students yesterday issued a decla- 
ration condemning the Turkish 
leadership in Cyprus as “organisers 
of a Fascist terror.”

Turin prison riot ends 
as 400 inmates submit 


TURIN (Reuter). — Four hundred 
rebel surrendered to police 
at Turin Jail yesterday efter ran- 
sacking the prison during a night 
of bitter violence to demand re- 
forms in Italy’s legal and prison 
system regulations. 

A. -police spokesman .,5aid | pris- 


ouers surrendered quietly throughout - 


the morning and eariy afternoon 
after hundreds of riot police poured 
into ‘the jal under heavy clouds of 
black smoke from blazing offices 
and furniture. The 400 men were 
being taken away in buses, hand- 
cuffed and chained together in 
groups of four, to other prisons in 
Sardinia and throughout Northern 
Italy. 

Onty about 100 men in “cell block 
3” were sti! refusing to surrender. 
the spokeaman said. “But they are 
no longer aggressive. We expect 
them to give in shortly, and there 
have been no violent incidents 
today,” he added. 

He said only two prisoners had 
been slightly injured during the riot- 
ing, in which police used tear gas 
to try and regain control, and fired 
submachinegun bursts from the 
walls to ward off any attempt at 
mass escape. 

The rioters sacked the prison cha- 
pel and set pews ablaze, and looted

‘Tatami, of H-bomb 
fame, dies in 
Moscow at 75 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Iger Ye- 

evich Tamm, one of the fathers 
of Russia's hydrogen bomb, died on 
Monday at the age of 75, “Izvestia” 
reported last night. 

The newspaper said the Nobel 
Prize winning physicist died after 
a long and serious ifiimess. He 
werked together with Academician 
Andrei Sekharov on 2a major scien- 
tific breakthrough that helped Rus- 
sia achieve nuclear parity with the 
US. 

Academician Tamm, a venerable, 
white-halred figure, won the Nobel 
Prize in 1958 together with two 
other Soviet scientists. It was the 
first time the physics award had 
gone to Russia. 

He was honoured for his work in 
helping explain the so-caied Che- 
renkov effect in nuclear physlcs. 

This consists of the irradiation 
of light when charged particles 
move in a substance faster than 
the velocity of light waves in the 
same substance. The effect is visible 
85. a dluish giow in heavy-water 
-Teactors. :

The descendent of four generations 
of Prussian army officers, he was 
born Feb. 20, 1919, in Neustrelitz, 
Mecklenburg. His father, 8 lieu- 
tenant general, and mother were 
“monarchists" by tradition. As 
such, he stresses, they “never had 
any connection with National So- 
cialism" and he himself “grew up 
far from Nazi influence.” 

At the age of 18, he joined a 
Wehrmacht cavalry regiment. Von 
Puttkamer again stresses that the 
cavalry was a branch of the Ger- 
Man army with “practicaHy no 
Hinks to Nazism.” Two years later 
when Hitler invaded ‘Poland, he 
‘was commissioned a lieutenant. 

In 1943 he was taken prisoner at 
Stalingrad by the Russians. The 
following yeara as a Soviet priso- 
ner of war were to be a turning- 
point In his life, he states. 

In 1947, von Puttkamer wrote a 
book about these years with the 
title “Irrtum und Schud” error and

The book describes how the Rus- 
stans set up an anti-Hitler nation- 
sl-front style committee composed 
of German Communist emigres in 
Moscow, such as Walter Ulbricht, 
today East German Communist lead-

In principle, he replies, Moscow's 
policy remains the same. But times 
have changed and today “military 
expansionism” in Burope is “un- 
thinkable.”

As 
he puts it today, he viewed 1945 
as “zero hour," as the chance to 
start from scratch and “‘consoHdate 
democracy in Germany once and 
for all." 

In order to “express bimeelf poli- 
tically,” he entered journalism. 
From 1947 to 1949 he wrote for 
the “Kurier" in Berlin, and until 
1954 for Bertin's “Neue Zeitung.” 
From 1954 to 1958 he was a poli- 
tical columnist for Munich's ‘Sued. 
deutsche Zettung.”” 

In the meantime he looked for 
ἃ political party of his liking. Des- 
pite Adenauer’s postwar achieve- 
ments, von Puttkamer says, the 
Christian Democrats had “restored 
a strongly conservative bourgeois 
democracy.”

Bandits rob bank 
of 112,000

112,000 from a branch of Bank 
Hapoalim here yesterday morning. 
During the course of. the robbery, 
in which shots were fired, two 
‘women fainted, and a third waa left 
in a state of hysteria, ἡ 


At about 9.20 yesterday morning, 
a blue car with four masked men 
drew up in front of the KEiryat 
Shalom branch of the bank Three 
of the men, two of them with Uzzi 


‘holdup — hands up!" There were 
about 20 people in the bank at the 
time. 


One of the men approached the 
cashier, 22-year-old Avishai Blumen- 
feld, and demanded that he open 
the safe. Blumenfeld produced one 
of the two keys needed to open the 
safe, and said that the other was 
with another clerk. On hearing this 


away with, 


one of the men opened fire in the 
air, and Blumenfeld ducked under 
the counter. Two women, one of 
them pregnant, fainted, while ano- 
ther started screaming hysterically. 

Undaunted by the screams and 
general cunfusion the men warned 
that if the other key was not pro- 
duced immediately, they would fire 
again. The second clerk threw over 
the key, which fell under the safe. 
‘The robbers waited until it had 
been retrieved by the clerk, who 
then opened the safe. 

All in all 122,000 was taken. As 
the men retreated they warned that 
anybody who followed them out 
“would be shot” and emphasized the 
point with another shot in the air. 

Meanwhile, the police had been 
called by several persons who had 
been watching the robbery from 
outside. By the time they arrived, 
the robbers had managed to get 
away. One bystander said that the 
robbery had taken no more than 
five ‘minutes. (itim)

ASHDOD. A small Lebanese 
eargo-vessel whose moter broke 
down about 42 nautical miles from 
here 10 days ago was rescued on 
Monday by an Israeli patrol boat. 

The vessel had two Lebanese and 
an Egyptian aboard. All three have 
been remanded into costody by the 
Rehovot Magistrates Court for five 
days. 

According to the Ashdod police 
chief, Pakad Bezalel Linhard, 
the -men will be released as soon 
85 the ship’s motor is repaired, and 
the weather has cleared up. 

The 80-ton ship, which is 25 
metres long and 7.5 metrés wide, 
was on its way from Tyre to 
Alexandria, when it ran into trouble 
west of Ashdod. The vessel has no 
communications equipment on board, 
and it drifted for eight days before 
the crew were finally picked up by 
the Israeli patrol. 

The three crew members, Ali 
Tahurl, Daib Jabri and Sami Fathi, 
are being held in “good conditions.” 
Among the cargo aboard was a 
small Fiat car. 


First convention 
on metallurgy 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIVA. — The first national con- 
vention on industrial metallurgy. 
called to consider the ‘industrial 
revolution” that has changed the 
country’s metal industry since the 
Six Day War, was opened at the 
Technion yesterday. 


Nearly 250 metallurgists, many 
working for the defence industry, 
are attending together with four 
experts from the U.S. and Britain, 
who are lecturing on the latest 
developments of various processes. 
The foreign experts will stay for 
a fortnight and visit various plants 
to advise them on new technologies 
and the latest equipment available. 
The convention was organised by 
the Technion, the Defence Ministry 
and the Aircraft Industries, 

Conference chairman Dr. Baruch 
Sinai, the chief metaliurgist of the 
Alrcraft Industry, noted that since 
June, 1967, the policy was to make 
the country independent in the sup- 
ply of metal products for defence 
purposes. This philosophy had re- 
sulted in the establishment of many 
mew plants and the expansion and 
re-equipment of existing ones.

Three sentenced 
for contacts 


with terrorists 


GAZA. — A Druse from Shfaram 
in Galilee was sentenced to 10 years 
imprisonment by a military court 
here for obtaining grenades from ter- 
rorists and failing to report to the 
authorities on contacts with them. 

The man, Sulman Yussef Sam- 
rad, 28, recelved two handgrenades 
last October from Popular Front 
leader Abu Nimr, now in custody. 
‘He claimed that the grenades trad 
‘been forced upon him, and he had 
accepted them out of fear, but the 
court accepted the prosecution’s 
version — that Samrad himself had 
initiated the transaction, Samrad 
claimed that he had immediately 
hidden both grenades in Khan Yu- 
nts, but only one of them was un- 
earthed by security forces. 

At the Lydda military court yes- 
terday prison terms were handed 
down on two brothers from Acre, for 
maintaining contact with terrorists 
in the village of Halhoul, near He- 
‘bron, in 1968. Tbrahim AH Ajina, 
30, was sentenced to three years, 
and his brother Ismail, 50, to five 
months, 

‘The brothers went to Halhoul to 
visit their sister, but found three 
Fatah terrorists in her house, to- 
gether with her son. Nevertheless, 
they gave their nephew ILS50, and 
stayed with the four several hours. 
They omitted to report on the en- 
counter until! 1970, and even then 
did 80 in a false and roundabout 
manner, (Itim) 


Joined Fatah from 
fear—not guilty 


JENIN. — A man who swore. alle- 
Siance to the Fatah out of fear was 
aguitted by a military court this 
‘week of membership of an illegal 
organization, Aziz Hamed Ahmed, 
29, of the willage of Rei, admitted 
that he had sworn on the Koran, 
but claimed that he did nothing in 
practice to ‘help the movement. 


He refused to submit pictures of 
himself for forwarding te Amman, 
and refused to meet a high-ranking 
Fatah officer on the East Bank. 

Since his qualified admission was 
the only evidence against Ahmed, 
the court held that he did not have 
the required intent to commit the 
offence, 


He was, however, convicted of 
omitting to disclose his secret meet- 
ing with terrorists to the author- 
ities, and for this he received a 
six-month prison sentence and a 
Τοῦ fine. As he had already been 
in custody for more than six months, 
he was released at once.

— The “Mount Si- 
nal Airport,” about 20 kms. from 
Santa Catherina, wilt be opened to 
civilian traffic in the latter half of 
May, Civil Aviation Authority sour- 
ces revealed yesterday. On Satur- 
day, an Arkia plane carrying Civil 
Aviation Authority experts few to 
the strip to test landing and take- 
off conditions on the new runway. 

The strip has cost some IL3.5m., 
and has 3 %,000-metre runway, 
with a stone foundation and asphalt 
surface. 

The 2,000-metre airstrip was 
built with a donation from an Amer- 
ican Jewish tourist Jast year, re- 
ported to be $1m.

- JERUSALEM GETS HEAVIEST 
~ RAIN, 93 mm. IN 24 HOURS 


Jerusalem Post Stat 
Jerusalem had the heaviest and 
most concentrated downpour of rain 
yesterday in the whole country. The 
weatherman at Beit Dagon told 
The Jerusalem Post that the Ca- 


pital had an unprecedented 93 mm. ἢ 


rainfall in less than 24 hours. 

‘The weatherman's forecast for to- 
day and tomorrow was “a gradual 
improvement and temperatures ris- 
jag.” He hoped that tomorrow, eve 
of the last day of Passover and the 
atart of the long week-end holiday, 
would be fine, if slightly cloudy. 

‘He said that yesterday's rainfatl 
was unprecedented for this time of 
the year. It hit the mountainous 


‘ areas hardest, and was less extreme 


in the coastal plain. Thus the heavi- 
est rainfell after Jerusalem was on 
‘Mount Cana’an with ΤΊ mm., He- 
bron — 56 mm, and Lod Airport — 
47 mm. Tel Aviv had 29 mm., and 
the Beit Dagon Meteorological sta- 
tion registered a fall of 24 mm.

received 150 calls from residents © 


whose apartments were flooded. The 
fire department and the Department 
of Beautification dispatched vehicles 
with pumps to esch location. Only 
one family, living in the Nahlaot, 
required evacuation and was taken 
to the Hotel Kaplan to spend the 
night.

TRUCK OVERTURNS 


Outside the Capital, a truck that 
overturned early in the morning on 
the Tel Aviv road near the Kastel 
blocked traffic for several hours. 

The main Petah-Tikva-Haifa road 
was closed to lMght vehicles yester- 
day afternoon following flooding 
near the Yarkon Bridge. Trees were 
uprooted and television antennas 
felled throughout the Greater Tel 
Aviv area. 

In the north, strong winds and 
rain continued throughout the night 
and morning yesterday, but subsi- 
ded gradually in the afternoon. Se- 
‘veral homes were flooded in Kiryat 
Shmona, and furniture and house- 
hold effects were damaged. The 
grapefrult groves in the Jordan val- 
ley suffered further damage from 
the buffeting winds, but other than 
that no ill-effeets were reported by 
farmers. 

The rough weather drove away 
holidaymakers, however, and res- 
taurants and cafes felt a dearth of 
custom. Many mid-holiday excur- 
sions to Galilee from tourist cen- 
tres in the Sharon plain were can- 
celled. Locai hotels, however, are
